said Friday that President Nixon 
told Dean March 21 a payment of $1

Sam Dash, chief counsel of the 
Senate Watergate committee, said 
at the televised Senate Watergate 
hearings that White House Special 
Counsel 
J. 
Fred 
Buzhardt 
had 
telephoned the committee staff with 
information sharply differing with 
Dean’s testimony. 
But Dean stuck to his testimony 
that Nixon told him March 13 a 
payment of $1 million to keep the 
silence of the original Watergate 
defendants would be “no problem” 


and that the President had said he 
conferred 
with 
top 
aides about 
execu tiv e 
clem en cy 
for 
the 
defendants. 
According to Buzhardt, Dash said, 
Dean told Nixon in their March 21 
conversation 
that 
W atergate 
defendant E. Howard Hunt Jr. was 
trying to blackmail the White House 
unless he was paid up to $1 million. 
Dash read from notes he said were 
taken of the Buzhardt call: 
“The President said, ’How could it 
be paid? What makes you think he 
would be satisfied with that?’ The 
President stated, ’It was blackmail, 
that it was wrong, and that it would 
not work, that the truth would come 
out anyway’.” 


Dean responded: “ It appears to me 
what they (the White House) have 
Reagan to veto new

SACRAMENTO (U PI) — The Democratic-controlled legislature Friday 
broke a bitter deadlock and sent to Gov. Ronald Reagan a bill delaying a 
penny increase in the sales tax until Jan. 1 and granting a $325 million 
income tax cut next April. 
Reagan promptly announced he would veto the measure and called on the 
lawmakers to accept his a newly offered counter proposal to also delay the 
scheduled Sunday implementation of the sales tax hike for six months and to 
grant income tax rebates next year ranging from 20 to 35 per cent. 
“ I cannot sign that bill,” Reagan told newsmen minutes after the Senate 
sent it to him on an overwhelming 33-4 vote. “ I thought they understood that 
when they sent it down. ” 
The break in the impasse between Reagan and Democratic leaders 
occurred when a behind-closed-doors 
legislative negotiating session 
suddenly collapsed. Minutes later, the Senate approved the Democratic bill 
by Sen. Walter Stiern of Bakersfield and sent it to Reagan. 
The governor told reporters at his second hastily called news conference 
that his chief objection to the bill was its limit on the amount of income tax 
rebates Californians could receive.

Ervin Jr ., D-N. C., the 
committee chairman, asked Dean, a 
slight, bespectacled 34-year-old, if he 
wished to make a final statement.

Learned of cover-up in late March 


NEW YORK (U PI) - Form er 
W hite 
House 
aide 
John 
D. 
Ehrlichman 
said 
in 
a 
televised 
interview Friday that he “ began to 
know about the cover-up” of the 
Watergate scandal around the end of 
last March. 


“The so-called cover-up really did 
not become evident to me until I got 
into this thing full steam the end of 
March of this year,” he said. 


He was interviewed on the CBS 
show 
“60 Minutes,” 
which 
was 
taped in Washington Thursday night. 
Ehrlichman 
said 
in 
a 
sworn 


statement 
a 
month 
ago 
that 
President Nixon had him take over 
the White House investigation of the 
scandal in late March. 


“That’s when I began to know 
about the cover-up,” Ehrlichman 
told a television interviewer. “ I 
didn’t 
understand 
the 
fu ll 
dimensions of it until about the 
middle of April, something of that 
kind.” 


In response to a question about 
whether former Attorney General 
John N. Mitchell was “going to be 


the 
fall 
guy” 
in 
the 
episode, 
Ehrlichman said: “ I don’t —1 don’t 
know. I don’t know of any evidence, 
first hand, that involves Mr. Mitch­ 
ell.”

Chances appear good 
for county tax rate cut

Chances for a substantial county 
property 
tax 
reduction 
were 
believed enhanced today with the 
announcement 
from 
the 
county 
assessor’s office that there is 
an 
increase of $34.3 million in the 
assessed valuation on the county’s 
secured roll for 1973-74. 
Assessor William H. Cook said the 
increase is well above normal and 
was boosted by “one of the heaviest 
periods of new construction since 
the middle 1960's. He pointed out the 
increase of $34,344,116 was far above 
a “ normal” increase of $25 million a 
year. 
Since the secured roll is used by 
the 
county 
auditor-controller’s 
office in establishing property tax 
rates, the sizable boost was seen as 
significant in helping to provide a 
broader tax base for the fiscal year

starting July 1. 
County 
financial 
authorities 
pointed out that the big increase in 
assessed valuation could serve to 
offset lesser tax revenues from a 
reduced tax rate in 1973-74. 
There has been speculation that 
the current $3.46 tax levy could be 
reduced as much as 20 cents or 
more, depending on the “ tax rate 
philosophy” 
of 
the 
Board 
of 
Supervisors. 
Percentage rate of the jump in 
assessed valuations was not figured, 
but county fiscal officers figured on 
a “conservative” increase in the 
secured roll of between 3 and 3l£ 
percent.

The early Dean 


The early testimony of 
John Dean throws light on 
the risky uses of the term 
“professional ' There was, 
for instance, the so-called 
Liddy Plan. This Plan was 
unveiled by Gordon Liddy 
before John Mitchell and 
Jeb Magruder and John 
Dean in the early months of 
1971. It called for doing a 
real job during the politcal 
conventions. 
In 
Miani, 
prostitutes would be loosed 
throughout the Democratic 
Convention, to tease secrets 
from the politicians and 
delegates. 
In San Diego 
(where 
the 
Republicans 
were at that time scheduled 
to meet), the anticipated 
anti-Nixon 
demonstrators 
would be — presumably 
Liddy was talking about the 
ringleaders, 
though 
who 
knows, 
who 
knows 
— 
mugged, and others of them 
kidnapped 
south 
of 
the 
border to Mexico, where 
they 
would 
lose 
their 
appetite 
for 
anti-Nixon 
activity. 
The 
enterprise, 
Liddy 
said, would cost a million 
d ollars. 
But 
— 
only 
professionals would be used. 
The 
very 
best 
girls. 
Presumably, also, the very 
best muggers, and the very 
best 
k i d n a p p e r s . 
No 
amateur kidnappers. 
And then Dean said that 
on one “ social” occasion he 
had been told by one of the 
security 
people 
gathered 
around the White House 
about tapping the telephone 
of a “ newsman.” That was 
really 
something, 
the 
bugger had said to Dean. He 
r e m e m b e r e d 
h a v i n g 
simultaneously to hold the 
ladder for the technician 
who was installing the bug 
at the other end, while at 
the same time having to 
look to the right and to the 
left in case anyone showed 
up in the back alley in which 
they 
were 
doing 
their 
business. One could only 
think o f Abbott and Costello 
installing a wiretap. 
John Mitchell’s reaction, 
said Dean, was to wink 
surreptitiously at Dean and 
Magruder while Liddy was 
solemnly going on about the 
kidnappers 
and 
muggers 
and prostitutes. Then — and 
here 1 think is a clue to the 
surpassing 
mysteries 
of 
Watergate — John Mitchell 
did what, Dean said, he 
characteristically did in any 
situation. He puffed on his 
pipe, and then said the most 
banal things he could think 
of, 
m ore 
or 
less 
to 
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decompress 
the 
human 
tension Bismarck, and one 
supposes J. Edgar Hoover, 
would have puffed on a pipe 
and then ordered the men in 
the white suits to come and 
take 
him 
away. 
John 
Mitchell 
just 
said 
that 
a million dollars was too 
much. It is only surprising 
that 
Liddy, 
who 
prided 
himself on thinking of every 
detail, didn’t say that they 
could get the million back in 
ransom 
money 
for 
the 
kidnapped demonstrators. 
So it went during that 
strange season. Somebody 
said that Senator Kennedy 
should be followed day and 
night. Somebody else said 
look, that’s going to be 
rough, because it just isn’t 
likely that you can follow a 
guy like Kennedy day and 
night 
without 
somebody 
noticing. 
In 
fact, 
the 
somebody who notices could 
very well be a security man 
assigned to protect Senator 
Kennedy 
and 
he 
might 
suspect 
that 
the 
people 
following Kennedy day and 
night are trying to kill him. 
So they report to the FBI. 
And the FBI comes and 
arrests the people following 
Kennedy — only to find that 
they are working for the 
White House. One gathers 
that the plan was most 
reluctantly dropped. 


Professionalism ! 
The 
entire lot of them, said 
Dean, didn’t find out, so far 
as he knew, the name or the 
names of anybody who was 
leaki ng 
the 
s e c u r i t y 
information to the press. It 
is as if one were to drop a 
hydrogen bomb on a small 
city with the intent of doing 
away with a statue, which 
was then spotted by aerial 
photography as the only 
artifact 
left 
standing. 
I 
remember 
the 
passage 
published a dozen years ago 
in a journal of opinion: “The 
attempted assassination of 
Sukarno last week had all 
the earmarks of a CIA 
operation. Everybody in the 
room 
was 
killed 
except 
Sukarno.” 


How does one cultivate 
professional skills in such 
activities as the Committee 
to Re-Elect the President, 
and 
the 
White 
House 
security 
p eo p le,. were 
asking for? One hopes, and 
then sometimes wonders, 
whether other matters are 
bei ng 
p r o f e s s i o n a l l y 
attended to. For instance,

sometimes looks as if it 
were one of Gordon Liddy’s 
lesser projects.

Skylab astronauts’

(extra vehicular activities) 
of about four hours each.

needed in the troubled areas.” 
The three legislators also sent telegrams to Kern 
County Sheriff Charles H. Dodge, Arvin Police Chief

Ferguson, 
and 
Highway

“ We are hereby requesting, for the sake of the 
safety of all people in the Kern County area, that 
order in the fields be maintained at all cost,” the 
telegram said. 
“ In view of the recent outbreaks of violence and the 
continued hostility, we urge you to place all available 
law enforcement personnel into the field,” it added. 
Numerous incidents of violence have erupted in the 
valley since the start of the grape picking season 
between the feuding Teamsters Union and the United 
Farm Workers.

Marine Corps declares 
dead ex-POW innocent 


D EN VER (UPI) — While the pregnant widow of Sgt. 
Abel Larry Kavanaugh proceeded toward legal action 
against those who accused him of aiding the enemy in 
Vietnam, the Marine Corps Friday said the ex-POW’s 
apparent suicide left him legally innocent of the turncoat 
charges. 
The charges, filed by Air Force Col. Theodore Guy, will 
not appear on Kavanaugh’s records, a Marine spokesman 
said in Washington. 
“ A man’s innocent until proven guilty. Kavanaugh can’t 
be brought to trial, so that’s the end of it,” the spokesman 
said. “ As far as the law is concerned he is innocent.” 
Kavanaugh, 24, was found shot to death Wednesday at the 
home of his wife’s stepfather in suburban Commerce City. 
Comer’s officials said it appeared to be a suicide, but an 
autopsy and other tests were ordered to find out if 
Kavanaugh could have killed himself accidentally. 
“ I blame Col. Guy and the Pentagon for his death,” Mrs. 
Sandra Kavanaugh, 22, said Thursday. “ Without their 
insistence on pursuing these ficticious charges, my husband 
would be here today . ” 
Mrs. Kavanaugh, who is expecting her second child, said 
she would “ start legal action against Col. Guy and others in 
the military for causing the death of my husband.” 
Guy charged Kavanaugh and seven other enlisted men 
with collaborating with the enemy at a prison camp known 
as “ Plantation Gardens” near Hanoi. Kavanaugh was a 
POW for five years. 
“ He went to Vietnam and the North Vietnamese kept him 
alive for five years,” Mrs. Kavanaugh said. “ Then he came 
back to America and his own people killed him.” 
She said her husband feared the Marines would try to 
keep him in the military pending the charges against him. 
“ He knew he was innocent of the charges but he became 
increasingly worried about whether he would be treated 
fairly by the military,” she said.

Corps 
marched in the Festival parade before they competed in 
the California State M ajorette Championship, held in 
Huyck Stadium.

The California State M ajorette Championship is enough to fill the 
Lompoc Senior High School gym and the local boys’ club with 
hundreds of boys and girls in sleeping bags. It is enough to bring 
parents and friends of m ajorettes from all over California to Lompoc 
in eamper-trucks. 
But because the championship is held during the same weekend of 
the annual Flower Festival, it is not enough to get more than a few 
locals out to view the colorful competition. 


“ (Lompocans) don’t realize the pageantry and color of it. I think a 
lot of the senior citizens would love i t / ’ Mrs. Ronnie Lomas said 
Sunday, standing on the field at Huyck Stadium and nodding towards a 
corps as it performed in brilliant red and white uniforms. 
“ But it (local attendance) is gaining,” injected her husband Bill 
Lomas. He sat on the sidelines with a cliD board on his lap. 
The Lomases of Pageantry Productions, Lynwood, are professional 
parade and special events’ coordinators. They coordinate the Flower 
Festival each year. 
Last year they brought the first state m ajorette championship to 
Lompoc as one of that Festival’s activities. The 1972 theme was ‘‘fifty 
years of Sports in Flow ers” . Mr. and Mrs. Lomas had coordinated 
regional contests in many m ajorette circuits and for the past few 
years the northern and southern California circuits wanted to hold a 
state championship. 
“They wanted to hold it at a halfway point with a good reason for 
it,” said Mrs. Lomas. 
So, the Lomases suggested Lompoc because of its location and 
annual Flower Festival. Corps could m arch in the parade on Saturday 
and compete on Sunday. 
Last week the second State California M ajorette Championship was 
held in Lompoc and most likely it will be an annual event. 


The kids just love Lompoc 
the weather, flower floats 
and the 
people have been so nice to them ,” she said 
Next year, however, the championship will probably be spread over 
two days because of the increasing number of entries, Mrs. Lomas 
explained Sunday's competition started at 9 a.m. and wasn’t over 
until 10:30 p.m. 
Baton twilling, said to be a true American skill and one that 
survived the 1960s, has gained tremendous popularity in California in 
the past four years Mrs. Lomas said hundreds of regional contests are 
held yearly. 
Participants and coaches disagree on whether corps work is a sport 
or a youth activity Corps are not sponsored by public schools. And 
they are not limited to baton twirlers or girls. 
A m ajorette unit, color guard unit, and drum unit compose the 
Cameos of Bellflower, for example. The Cameos’ (senior and junior) 
units are judged separ ately and as a whole. 
A corps works for precii «on and the least number of drops (baton, 
flag, or instrum ent) in a routine, according to Cameo manager, Bob 
Richerson. His corps, which now members 300 boys and girls ranging 
in age from 5 to 18, practice two and three nights a week all year 
around. Pam ela, Richerson s daughter and former national baton 
twirling champion, does most of the coaching. 
This year the Cameos’ ((insistent training paid off; they won the 
state championship 
It wasn’t luck that did it It was hard work and determination tbat 
did it, Richerson assured this writer. 
And why did the Cameos put in so much time and effort to march in 
18 parades and compete in five contests last year? Why did the 
Cameos and 22 other corps converge on Lompoc to march in the 
Flower F estival and m arch in the second California State M ajorette 
Championship’' 
“Why do boys belong to Boy Scouts?” answered Mrs. Lomas.

Just chew 
and spit out the wax, says French 
Beekeeper French owns 2,600 bee 
colonies. This means he cares for 
50,000 to 75,000 bees per coloney 
each sum m er and 25,000 to 30,000 
bees per colony each winter.

The fun and bewilderment cam e 
as owner John French explained and 
showed the 65 scouts what happens 
to the supers or bee hives (minus the 
bee 
colonies) 
after 
they 
are 
unloaded from trucks and deposited 
in the constant 90 degree warming 
room This is the same tem perature 
bees ventilate their hives during the 
hot summ er months 


A super contains several “ fram es 
of honey” like the one French holds 
up in photo 1. From the warming 
m om , supers are taken to the main 
work area where honey fram es are 
rem oved 
and 
run 
through 
a 


centrifuge. The centrifuge slings the 
honey from the combs and onto the 
drum 
walls. 
(Rick 
Brossm an 
removes an empty comb fram e 
from the centrifuge drum in photo 
2.) 
The honey runs to a sump (photo 
3) 
Here the sump catches larger 
pieces of beeswax while the honey 
continues downstairs through a pipe 
and into storage tanks After the 
honey settles and beeswax rises in 
the tanks, 55 gallon barrels are 
directly filled.

Shavers cam e over to Moore’s 
table. Moore reached deep 
into his pants pocket (pulling 
away his sed ate gray suit 
jacket and revealing pink sus­ 
penders which m atched his 
pink tie! and drew the myste­ 
rious bottle, 
handed it to 
Shavers. 


Shavers took his daily quick 
swig. “ It m akes me m e a n , ’ ’ 
he said smiling.

What is his m ag ic? is the 
recurring conundrum.

Van­ 
dalism in the neighborhood 
had been estimated at $7,500 a 
month when he c a m e in. In 
three months, he says, it 
dropped to $70 a month.

Ed Garvey, executive director of the Players Association said the report, 
done by the Stanford Research Institute, “ is totally inadequate ... (and) 
unless (NFL Commissioner Pete) Rozelle and SRI have something to hide, 
we challenge them to release the raw data to the NFPLA medical adviser 
for analysis, or join with us now in urging the Consumer Product Safety 
Commission to set the standards for tu rf...” 
The SRI report, released earlier this week, said that synthetic turf did not 
cause any more major injuries than grass but that there were more minor 
injuries 
contusions, strains and abrasions —on synthetic turf 
Garvey reiterated the players’ demand that there be “a moratorium on 
further installation of synthetic turf” and called for a joint study of the 
question of injuries on the artificial grass. 
He also asked that the NFL “join us in asking the Consumer Product 
Safety Commission to set standards for synthetic turf.”
